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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
application discloses a power saving operation control method and device. Prior art references 
teach a similar method and device but fail to disclose the method or device comprising the steps 
of generating a power saving state canceling signal in accordance with the reference frequency 
divided signal and the comparison frequency divided signal; generating a first initializing signal 
for initializing the output of the step of dividing the frequency of the reference signal in 
accordance with the power saving state canceling signal; and generating a second initializing 
signal for initializing the output of the step of dividing the frequency of the input signal in 
accordance with the power saving state canceling signal" along with the remaining limitations of 
claims 1 and 3. Neither does the prior art teach a PLL frequency synthesizer comprising; "a 
canceling signal generator which generates a power saving state canceling signal in accordance 
with the reference frequency divided signal and the comparison frequency divided signal; a first 
initializing signal generator which generates a first initializing signal for initializing the reference 
signal frequency dividing unit in accordance with the power saving state canceling signal; and a 
second initializing signal generator which generates a second initializing signal for cancehng 
initializing the comparison signal frequency dividing unit in accordance with the power saving 
state canceling signal" along with the remaining limitations of claims 5, 7 and 9. 
Nor does the prior art teach a method of controlling a power saving operation comprising the 
steps of; "generating a power saving state canceling signal with the reference frequency divided 
signal so as to output a comparison result; and generating an initializing signal for initiahzing the 
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dividing the frequency of the reference signal or the frequency of the input signal in accordance 
with the power saving state canceling signal" as disclosed in claim 11.
